In 1921 Mr. Stone retire- ns gen- 


eral manager of the Associated Press 
because of age and became counselor 
and secretary. He seived as coun- 
sellor till his death. 


His journalistic career, which be- 


gan when he was 
20 years old, 


spanned one of the most vital epochs 
in news-gathering and distribution 
and was closely 
identified with it. 


The son of a Methodist circuit rider, 
he was successively manufacturer, 
newspaper publisher and banker till, 
at the age of 45, he began his life 
work in the direction of unbiased 
and accurate cooperative news gath- 
ering and distribution. 


Tributes to Mr. Stone were paid 


after his death by persons promin- 
ent 
in various fields of activity. 


There were references to him as "a 
true patriot." His contribution to 
journalism was described as "one 
of the greatest monuments an inter- 
national figure has ever had." Adolph 
S. Ochs, publisher of the New York 
Times and one of the directors of 
the Associated Press, said that Mr. 
Stone, possessing the b.isiness quali- 
fications of a Gary, a fir-Id of an Ar- 
mour, accepted an opportunity for 
service to his fellow man and in old 
age had reason to feel that he had 
been fully compensated for the for- 
tunes he sacrificed.

The new relationship between rates 
for acceptances and federal reserve 
rediscount rates has been establish- 
ed within the last 
two months for 


whrn the federal reserve rediscount 
rate was raised last February from 
3% to 4 per cent, and in July from 
4% to 6 per cent, acceptances still 
held under the bank rate. 


A year ago, when the bank rate

School President, Talks to 
Schoolmasters 


Menasha—Forty-two members rep- 


resenting nearly all the cities of Fox 
Elver valley attended the Fox River 
"Valley Schoolmasters club meeting at 
Hotel, 
Menasha 
Friday evening. 


Frank E. Baker, president of the Mil 
•waukee state teachers college, was 
the speaker and discussd an expert 
ment in the training of elementary 
school teachers. His idea was that 
th« 'world has been changing 90 rap- 
idly that there had to be a change in 
the training of teachers. 


"The world is changing," he said, 


"and-the schools are changing. We 
have to provide a new type of teach- 
er for this new and changed type of 
school. The present day schools get 
a great deal of criticism because they 
are supposed to have a great many 
fads and fancies in their curricu- 
lums. This is not true inasmuch as 
the present day school is in an ex- 
periemntal stake- all the time. In- 
dustrialists sometimes criticise the 
echool, but they in their own bust 
ness establishments spend millions 
f dollars for the experimental stage. 
They are doing no different than the 
schools although they have progress 
ed more rapidly than education."

Goodrich now is !on his way t< 


China., having been commissioned by 
the Chinise government as consult 
ing engineer m the development o 
a modern seaport at Canton and the 
laying out of a modern capital city 
at Nanking. His plans call for aviat 
ion development and he will use the 
Beehive Airport as a basis for this 
phase. 


This new aviation terminal strive: 


to become an architectural 
asse 


rather than a liability. And It look 
ahead to the time when air trave 
will be much more common than to 
day. 


"It is designed so that one-wa; 


traffic becomes an automatic fea 
ture," explained Keally. "Twenty-two 
airplanes and a dirigible can lane 
while 22 airplanes can take off—all 
at the same moment. 


"The average train leaving Grand 


Central station carries between 60' 
and 700 passengers; thus the afrpor 
could handle about the same amoun 
of traffic. 


"The design is made so as to focus 


and clear from one point all the high 
speed traffic of the city. 
Thus 


vehicular 
tunnels 
and 
subways 


can come right Into the airport, and 
discharge their passengers, who then 
hop off in planes." 


"All planes will start from ant 


arrive at four terminals which meet 
in a huge rotunda. The east-west or 
north-south terminals will be used 
BO the planes can take advantage, 
of the wind."

The design calls for'an airport 6000 


feet in diameter, the landing surface 
of which is covered with cinders 
with enough space left for a runway

gravity to stop, and airplanes taking 
off will be Tiejped by a down-hill run.

jiousand airplanes supplied by two- 
story hangars.

"The outer crust of the dome— 


hink of it as the inner and outer 
ayers of a thermos bottle—will be

several hundred rooms. Each fifth 
story of this hotel will have a ter- 
race so that guests can watch incom- 
ng and outgoing planes.

IN LAW PROGRESS, 


JUDGE CONCLUDES 


Continental 
and 
English 


Court Systems Are Super- 
ior, He Reports 


BY BASCOM N.~TIMMONS 


Washington, D. C. — While prog- 


ress has been made In trade, in In- 
dustry, in commerce and In every 
material line, America still lags be- 
hind in the matter of law. American 
courts today operate substantially 
under the same rules and the same 
statutes as to practice that they 
did a century ago. If lawyers are un- 
able to effect a change for the bet- 
ter. American business men will. 


Such ar,- the conclusions drawn 


by Edward J. Henning, Judge of the 
United States District Court for the 
Southern District of California, who, 
at the request of the Attorney Gen- 
eral of the United States, made an 
extended tour of Europe last sum- 
mer studying continental and Eng- 
lish court systems. Copies of his 
report, submitted to Attorney Gen- 
eral Sargent, have been sent to the 
Judiciary Committees of the Senate 
j-ad House of Representatives. 


Judge Henning was formerly Unit- 


ed States Attorney for the Eastern 
District of Wisconsin, is a graduate 
of

was formerly

"The most striking' thing that I 


observed in all the countries I visit- 
ed," the report reads, "is the com- 
manding position of the Judge and 
the rather unimportant position of 
the lawyers while a court is in ses- 
sion. While there is much formality 
the . roceedings themselves are very 


h more informal In European 


countries than in America." 


This position of the judge. Hen- 


ning attributes to the unlimited ten- 
ure of office that judges, when plac- 
ed permanently .on the bench, enjoy 
in the continental countries. 


Another striking feature of legal 


evolution on the Continent, the re- 
port states, Is the fact that, since the 
establishment of the German Repub- 
lic, there are no jury trials in that 
country. "The jury system, largely 
founded by the Germanic people, has 
been abolished lock, stock, and bar- 
rell," the report says. 


A comparison of 
English and 


American courts Is to the disadvant- 
age of the latter, Henning believes. 
"Most of the rules of practice, the 
rules governing the operations of 
the 
courts, 
which 
we Import- 


ed from England, 
were 
based 


upon 
conditions 
existing 
in 


that country several centuries ago,,' 
he writes. "They were Intended to 
protect the individual against auto- 
cratic and tyrannical governments " 


"By way of a general comment," 


Judge Henning concludes: 


"I may say that it is my impres- 


sion that the greatest outstanding 
phase Ji which English courts are 
more efficient and 
more 
effective 


than the American is in the field of 
criminal jury trials and In the mat- 
ter of reviewing criminal jury trials 
by courts of appeals. In substantial- 
ly all other respects the American 
system, compares very 
favorably 


with that of any other country and 
has many outstanding phases of su- 
tariority as compared with the sys- 
tem of all the rest of the world. I 
feel that the American jury system 
is the outstanding feature of Amer- 
ican jurisprudence. The 
longer I 


deal with courts and juries the high- 
er I respect the werdict of a jury. 


"The outstanding flaws in our 


jury system, or rather the outstand- 
ing phases which brinj about criti- 
cism, are not the fault of the jury 
system Itself. The fault lies in the 
first instance with the Judges, and 
in the second instance with the 


atutes and rules governing the op 


eration of mourts, particularly in 
the States. 


"The remedy lies not 
In doing 


away with the jury system, but in 
getting at Its faults."

. THE WISCONSIN 
PROHIBITION LAW 


Taking'it for granted that the Dun- 


can resolution is approved by the as- 
sembly, Wisconsin in April will hold 
a referendum on the repeal or amend- 
ment of the state prohibition act. If the 
results should show the majority fa- 
vored repeal, the legislature 
would 


have a certain justification of with- 
drawing, state enforcement and refus- 
ing to cooperate with the federal gov- 
ernment in upholding the 18th amend- 
ment. It would be following the ex- 
ample set by the state of New York. 


It is assumed by most persons that 


Wisconsin would vote for repeal. We 
do not know whether this is correct or 
not. 
It was assumed by most persons 


that Wisconsin would vote for Smith 
on the prohibition issue, but it did not. 


It is, of course, the legal right of the 


legislature to refuse state enforcement. 
It is without question its moral as well 
as legal right to declare its hatisfaction 
or dissatisfaction with the 18th amend- 
ment. We think, however, that a high 
conception of organic relations be- 
tween states and • the federal govern- 
ment, to say nothing of a lofty con- 
ception of political responsibility, de- 
mands cooperation by the states in 
giving effect to the constitution of the 
United States: 
Because some states 


may fail or refuse their duty, touching 
this or that portion of the constitution, 
does not in any way 
affect the prin- 


ciple. Rejection, or overthrew of the 
principle strikes at the foundations of 
the Union. 


While it is perfectly proper for Wis- 


consin or any other state to address it- 
self to the nation and to congress as 
favoring repeal of an amendment to 
the constitution, we do not believe it is 
desirable or right that it should by af- 
firmative legal action 
withdraw 
its 


support of any portion of the constitu- 
tion. This is particularly true once it 
has ratified an amendment and accept-' 
ed its obligation to cooperate in en- 
forcement. If all or a majority of the 
states were to refuse to uphold the fed- 
eral constitution in any particular it 
would precipitate a conflict between 
the federal government and the states, 
or it would effectually nullify the con- 
stitution. Obviously it would be far 
better to repeal the amendment than to 
nullify it. 
Much as we would 
like 


to see a change in the prohibition situ- 
ation, we should not like to see Wis- 
consin renounce its loyalty to the con- 
stitution of the United States in -any 
degree. 


DISARMAMENT IN BRITAIN 
It may or may not be significant 


that immediately following the signa- 
ture by President Coolidge of 
the 


cruiser hill, information is cabled from 
London that the British government 
is engaged in working out a new plan 
of disarmament. The dispatch, \\hich 
comes from so high an authority as the 
Associated Press, declares tlrat a new 
approach to the problem of na\al dis- 
armament is said in authoritative quar- 
ters to be imminent. 


There is no denying the fact that the 


collapse of tlie Geneva conference has 
more seriously disturbed Anglo-Amer- 
ica relations than any incipient in re- 
cent years. It ha^ served to make the 
question of disarmament acxjtc. Pjib- 
lic opinion in both countries i«- <]i.->ati.— 
ficd and much concerned. 


\Vc of the United Slate- led 
that 


Great Britain is at 
the bottom 
to 


blame for the existing impasse, and 
that an understanding i-- poj-^iblc only 
through modification of attitude in that 
quarter. There are «ome Englishmen 
who believe that Britain can \icld 
nothing, but there are others, includ- 
ing eminent statesmen, who hold it 
can and should, and have so expressed 
themselves. It may be that the enact- 
ment of the cruiser biH by 
congress 


has set this more rational lea\en 
to 


work. It may, in other words, scne to 
hasten both compromise and action. 


EDISON ON HAPPINESS 


Thomas A. Edison has lived for 82 


years. During that long lifetime he has 
won great distinction. He has wprked 
hard and long, and has given to the 
world many extremely useful inven- 
tions. There is not a town in the coun- 
try that is not a different place because 
he has lived. Wealth and honor have 
come to him as a result. Naturally, one 
would suppose that his old age were 
mellow, serene and contented. Surely, 
if anyone could be happy in the sunset 
of life it would be this man. 


But what does he say? In his birth- 


day interview recently he was asked 
what is the best way to obtain happi- 
ness. And he replied: "Happiness? I 
am not acquainted with anyone who is 
happy." If this came from a man who 
had' been discouraged and defeated it 
would be easy to understand. But from 
Edison—Edison the 
successful, ' the 


brilliant, the well-beloved! Why should 
this man, at 82, say a thing like that? 
If he. whose friends include 
the 


wealthiest and most famous men on 
earth, must say that, what chance have 
the rest of us of gaining happiness? 


Happiness is a strange thing. 
We 


all want it—most of us, probably, 
'want it more than we want anything 
else. Yet, through some strange quirk 
in the make-up of the universe, if we 
make the pursuit of happiness the sole 
aim in life we are bound to lose it. It 
cannot be taken by storm. 
It must 


come unasked. 


Unfortunately enough, happiness, to 


most of us, depends largely on con- 
tentment. We tell ourselves that we 
cannot be truly happy unless we are 
satisfied with all of the angles of ex- 
istence. So long as we feel that any 
clement that touches us needs to be 
changed we cannot be content; and 
without contentment we do not' feel 
that we can be happy. 


Yet contentment, in this imperfect 


world, is almost impossible to get. In- 
deed, the finer a man is—the greater 
his innate capacity for happiness—the 
more certain it is that he will be dis- 
contented, all of his life. For we live in 
a world that needs a great deal of re- 
making. No one but a dullard could be 
satisfied for very long. Consequently, 
happiness is hard to get, and a famous 
Edison, who numbers a Ford and a 
Hoover among his friends, must say 
that he knows no one who is happy. 
Yet we need not be discouraged, for 
all that. 


We' may not be able to get happi- 


ness. But we can always get discon- 
tent. And out of our discontent, and 
the restless activity that it causes, can 
be born those little achievements that 
slowly, century after 
century, are 


shaping the world a little ^more close- 
ly to the model that man has dreamed 
of for ages. And so, in the words of 
Carlyle. "thou hast a better thing— 
thoti hast blessedness!" 


STEEL CONSUMPTION 


Just twenty years ago Charles M. 


Schwab declared that he and his asso- 
ciates would live to see steel ingot pro- 
duction of 50,000,000 tons a year in 
this country. People said he was crazy. 
Production at the time was less than 
14.000.000 tons. Yet his words have 
come true. Last year there were 50,- 
250,000 tons of ingots made. Produc- 
tion has quadrupled during these two 
decades. 


Probably records will be broken 


again this year. Production is continu- 
ing at 85 per cent of theoretical capa- 
city, which is considerably above nor- 
mal and near the limit of practical ca- 
pacity. It is incredible the quantity of 
i-tcel we are consuming nowadays. Ev- ., 
cry man. woman and child of us seems 
to be using up nearly half a Ion of new 
steel a year. Soon it may be a ton. 
Luckily there is plenty of ore in sight.

The "Joseph" of the story is, like 


the one in the Biblical narrative 
younger than his brothers. He is 
only a hah! brother, born of a belated 
second marriage. 
The five 
other 


sons of his father, much older than 
he is, at first hate him when he ap 
pears upon the scene to cheat them 
of their inheritance. But eventually 
they come to love him and to toi! 
gladly for him. 


The five Geaiter brothers, 
anc 


their dour, reticent, hard-working 
father, are bound by invisible ties, 
stronger than more tangible bonds, 
lo the farm in East Suffolk, England 
where, by the hardest kind of toil, 
they have redeemed land that was 
sour and weedy and fruitless, anc 
have made it the best and most valu- 
able in the 
shire. A number 
ol 


times the boys, each in turn, try to 
get away from the farm. Once two 
of them, for instance, start to run 
away to Canada. But the hold of 
the land upon them cannot be brok- 
en. They become panic-stricken as 
they find themselves getting farther 
from it; and they hasten back to it 
again. 


The narrow outlook of the father 


and sons, the .remoteness of the 
great world near them from 
consciousness, their 
almost 


their 
com- 


plete contentment with their isola- 
tion within a few hours journey of 
the world's greatest city seem in 
credible to American readers not 
acquainted with the secluded, provin- 
cial, insulated life of some of 
the 


farm-dwellers in the "tight little 
island." 


The Geaiters, father and five sons, 


are an uncouth lot when we first 
meet them. The mother dies, work- 
ed to death in the 
fields. Their 


first housekeeper also dies from over- 
work. After this the father 
and 


sons live in a home that, lacking 
such refining influences as the first 
Mrs. Geaiter had been able to give 
it, steadily becomes more and more 
like the dwelling place of animals 
rather than men. One of the sons 
tries to do the cooking. The results 
are such that "one day, without a 
word to the sons, the father goes in- 
to town and brings back with him 
Nancy, a young woman, an orphan, 
who ^consents to take charge of the 
house.

The 
disturbing

marries Nancy; and it is their child, 
Joseph, who comes between 
the 


other sons and the father. For when 
the old man dies, which is not long 
afterward, he leaves his farm, which 
the sons had worked so hard to im- 
prove and pay for, to Nancy and her 
child. The sons continue^- on the 
farm as day laborers. 
Eventually 


Nancy married a ne'er-do-well of the 
neighboring village, the five sons are 
dismissed, and soon the farm, heav- 
ily mortgaged and badly managed, 
deteriorates until it is almost worth- 
less again. 


The bare outline of the story in a 


novel like this cannot suggest the 
qualities which have made "Joseph 
and His Brethren" the leading fic- 
tion best-seller throughout the Unit- 
ed States during the past week. Its 
appeal comes from the success of 
its young author in making

real the stalwart men-folk of the

As these tests were conducted on 


well improved roads with which the 
drivers were thoroughly familiar it 
is easily understood why motorists 
on long trips over unfamiliar roads 
will maintain an average 
speed 


much lower as compared to their 
top speed on straightaways.

cess Cecilie and her husband. 


' In William, as Kaiser of Germany, 
there always was much of the actor 
who loved to strut on the Imperial 
stage. In William Hohenzollern. the 
fallen monarch, there still is a great 
deal of the histrion. Germany fe » 
prosperous and going concern as a 
republic, but the Hohenzoll»rn still 
looks upon himself as tho "All-High- 
est" by grace of God. Others may 
forrret It. He never does.

ports can be used to increase sales 
and to decrease selling costs. 


"A wealth 
of weather 
records 


have been gathered by the United 
States Weather Bureau that may be 
invaluable to business management, 
but many executives do not even 
know they exist The practical ap- 
plication of weather statistics is as 
undeveloped as the application of 
business statistics was twenty-five 
years ago. Weather is almost the 
determining factor In the sale of 
many lines of goods. 
To the re- 


tailer who( Is confined to one loca- 
tion the problem is to push season- 
able goods WHEN the weather is 
favorable; the manufacturer or other 
national distributor should push his 
goods WHERE the weather is favor- 
able. To illustrate: One blanket 
manufacturer has found 
that the 


best localities in which to get re- 
plenishing order, for blankets are 
where there has just been a week 
or more of unseasonably cold weath- 
er. This may be in Minneapolis or 
Tampa. People buy according to 
relative, rather than actual tempera- 
tures. 


"Seldom is there a time when ALL 


the country is unusually 
cold or 


warm, wet or dry. In fact, a cold 
winter in the Gulf States usually 
means a mild winter in northern 
parts of the country. In rainfall, the 
country sometimes is divided down 
the middle; the western half may 
have a dry season and the eastern 
half a wet season. 
• Certain isolated localities also are 
found where the weather is differ- 
ent from that in surrounding terri- 
tory. There is always some section 
in which to sell raincoats or blank- 
ets, electric fans or fur coats. The 
weather records can show the sales 
manager where these places are. 


PRACTICAL USES 


"About a year ago a group of re- 


tailers in Boston got the idea of tim- 
ing their advertising and special 
sales so that the 'ads' would appear 
on days when the weather was suit- 
able. In an effort to secure detailed 
weather forecasts a week in advance 
they secured the services of a skill- 
ful but 
Independent metorologist 


from whom they receive private re- 
ports. However, even with the regu- 
lar public forecasts of the day ahead 
which the Government furnishes it 
is possible often times to regulate 
advertising in accordance with the 
weather probabilities. Although these 
weather forecasts, daily or weekly, 
are not 100 per cent correct, theV 
are decidedly better than chance,

SPRING WEATHER, BUSINESS 
"The question now arises as to 


whether the advance of the broad 
cold area will continue to the At- 
lantic seaboard, and what 
Is the 


outlook for Spring. The Indications, 
I am told, are that colder weather 
is In prospect for the Atlantic States 
and that the Spring months this 
year will average colder than normal 
throughout most of the northern half 
of the country. 


"I realize that in the present stage 


of the work no weather forecast Is 
absolutely sure, but the indications 
for the above prediction seem suf- 
ficiently convincing so that they may 
be taken seriously. It is significant 
that during the past seven months 
in the Eastern States the forcasts 
made on the same basis .have been 
right six months out of the seven.

"I also have been much interest- 


ed in the study of weather fore- 
casting which Is based upon solar 
observations. Anyone who carefully 
examines the work done in this field 
by Mr. Henry Helm Clayton must 
be convicted that the basic reason 
why some seasons are hotter or cold- 
er than normal is in the changes in 
conditions on the surface of the sun 
itself. The Smithsonian Institution 
for a long time has been measuring 
these solar changes, and Mr. Clay- 
ton has been correlating them to the 
"rave movements In weather. 


EFFECT OF WINTER 


"An interesting 
phenomenon In 


weather has taken place this winter 
which has had, and will have import- 
ant effects upon many seasonal lines 
of business. A slow moving funda- 
mental wave of colder than normal 


eather started in the northwestern 


part of the country in the early part 
of December and has gradually -\ jrk- 
ed eastward. 


This is of fundamental type and 


should not be confused with the 
shorter and more rapid waves that 
follow each otber- at intervals of a 
few days. Up to the first part of 
December practically all the north- 
ern half of the United States had 
averaged warmer than normal. Mer- 
chants in this whole area certainly 
had a difiicult season for fall and 
winter goods, such as furs, winter 
clothing sports goods, fuel, and oth- 
er things which sell best in cold wea- 
ther.
